Yet the government 
of the Palled State* Ignored, eon 
doned. the murder of American men 
and the rape of American women ami 
destruction of American pro|ierty and 
Insult to American officer* and dcrile 
merit of the American flag and Joined 
llself to the men who were guilty of 
all these things to pull down the |>ow 
er of Huerta. Why? The president 
himself has told us. It was because 
he adjudged Huerta to lie n usurper, 
liecausc be deemed that the common 
iwople of Mexico ought to have great- 
er participation In government and 
share lu (he land, and he Imlleved thai 
CamMS and Villa would give them 
these thing*. We uiust all sympallilr.e 
with these sentiments, but there Is 
nothing more dangerous than nils

When our army landed at Vera t'rur. 
t'arranxa himself, who waa to lie the 
chief lieneftclary "f the act, publicly 
protested against It.

When 
Huerta had fallen the new government 
which for the day had *uo««edcd In 
his place peremptorily demanded the

Still 
worae than that, the taking of Vera 
crux destroyed confidence lu the sin 
cerity of the American government In 
Mexico, necause every Intelligent uiau 
lu Mexico believed that the avowed 
reason for the act was not the real 
reaeon The avowed pur|«Me was to 
cnm|sH h salute to the American flag 
Three hundred Mexicans were report 
ed killed: seventeen I lilted HtHtcs ma 
lines were killed ami many were 
wounded. At thai very time Mr Mry 
an, with the president s approval, waa 
signing treaties with half the world 
agreeing that If any .untroversy should 
arise II should Is- submitted to a Joint 
commission and no action should be 
taken until after a full year hsd claps 
ed.

Incredible as it seems. Huerta had 
been turned out by the asalalauce of 
the American government without auy 
guarainles from the men who wera to 
be set up lu his place, and so the tuur 
derlng and burning aud ruishhig have 
gone on to this day. After Huerta 
bad fallen and the Vera Crux exiiedl 
tlon had beeu withdrawn I'resldent 
Wilson announced that no one waa 
entitled to Interfere lu the affairs of 
Mexico; that she was entitled to nettle 
them herself. He dUclutms all re 
a|sin»lblllty for what happens In ilex 
ten and contents himself with a pol 
icy of watchful waiting. And for the 
death and outrage, the suffering aud 
ruin of <Hir own brethren, the hatred I | 
aud couieuipt for our i-ountry and the 
dishonor of our nante lu that land the 
administration at Washington shares 
resisitisililllty with the Inhuman brutes 
with whom It made common cause. 

When we turn to tbe aduiiulstra 
tlon s conduct of forelgu affairs bad 
dent to the great war in Ktiro|>e we 
cannot fall to |s>roelve that there is 
much dlsaalUfai'tlon among Atuerl 
eena.

On tbe 28tb of March tbe passenger 
steamer Falaba waa torpedoed by a 
Uerman submarine and an American 
citizen waa hilled, but nothing was 
done. On tbe 28th of April the Amer 
lean veasel rttshlug waa attacked and 
crippled by a Clermau aeroplauc. On 
tbe 1st of May the American vessel 
GulfUglit was torpedoed aud sunk by a 
German submarine and two or more 
Americans were killed, yet nothing waa 
done, "n the 7th of May Uie Lualta 
n la was tort>edoed and aunk by a Ger- 
man submarine and more than ion 
Americana and I !'«• other noncom- 
batants were drowned. The very thing 
which our government had warned 
Germany she mutt not do, Germany 
did of set purpose and In the moat con 
temptnous aud shocking way Then, 
when all America waa stirred to the 
depths, our government addressed an 
other uote to Germany. It repeated 
Its assertion of American rights and 
renewed Its bold declaraUon of pur- 
pose. It declared again that tbe Amer- 
ican government "must hold tbe lin 
l«?rlal German government to a strict 
accountability for any infringement of 
those rights, intentional or Incidental," 
and it declared that It would not "omit 
any word or any act neceeaary to the 
performance of lta sacred duty of main 
talulug the rigbts of the United States 
and Ita dtltens and of aafeguardlng 
their free exercise and enjoyment." 

Still uothlng wus done and a long 
aud technical corrcaisMideuce ensued, 
hnggllug over petty questloua of de- 
tail, every American note growing less 
less strong aud peremptory until

Joatice and humanity cannot |s> main- 
tained upon tbe complaisance, the good 
nature, the kindly feeling of the strong 
toward the weak; that real Independ 
ence, real liberty, cannot rest upon euf

The Wrong Done to Belgium. 
The American psejJJOs were entitled 
uot merely to feel, but to apeak con 
corning the wrong done to Belgium. 
It was not like Interference In Ihe In 
teruel affairs of Mexico or any other 
nation, for this wss sn Internatlonsl 
wrong. The law protecting Belgium 
which was violated was our law ami 
the law of every other clvlllxed eSSM 
try. That law waa the protection of 
our p.-a. .• and security. It was our 
safeguard against the necessity of 
maintaining great armaments and 
waatlng our substance In continual 
readiness for war Moreover, that law 
was written Into a solemn aud formal 
convention, signed and ratified by Ger- 
nxauy and Belgium and France and the 
United state- in which those other 
countries agreed with us that the law 
should be observed. 

There was no question here of inter- -\ 
fering In the quarrela of Kurope W«a* 
had a right to lie neutral, aud w e WerD 
neutral aa to the quarrel between Ger- 
many and France, but when as an lu-ei 
cldeut to the prosecution of thaf^ 
quarrel Germany broke the law which 
we were entitled to have preser ved 
and which she bad agreed with us to 
preserve we were entitled to Is? heard 
In tbe assertion of our own nstlonal 
right.

PARENTS OF 
SCHOOL STUDENTS 



Are 1'nred To Head 
Article On Home 
Has l.oral Application 



fA letter which Frederick l^eigh- 
ton. principal of the Oswego (N. Y.) 
High School, oddresaed to the parents 
B nd published in the I'alndlum of thai 
city on February 7.] 

During tho past year or two many 
parents have rxprcsaod themselves a.< 
being grrntly surprised when I hnvr 
said that the average high school stu- 
dent needed to study from two to 
throo hours « dny at home. 

The amount of work to be com 
pleted in each subject In the high 
school Is determined by stale and not 
by local authorities. Consequently, 
about all the local teachers rati do, so 
far as the amount of work to be as- 
signed is concerned, is to divide the 
whole Into nlaiut us many lessons aa 
there are school days in the term and 
attempt to get the students to prepare 
it 

To complete a high school cours- 
In four years, it Is necessary for a 
student to recite eighteen times a 
week, exclusive of laboratory periods 
The averone student recites nbout 
twenty times a week, or an average of 
four limes a day. Tho school ttaa of 
ench day is diiided into seven periods 
of about forty minutes each If a atu 
dent recites four periods a day, he 
has about three forty-minute periods 
a day, or nbout two hours, left for 
study In school. The average high 
school lesson requires from an hour 
to an hour and n half for its prepar- 
ation Assuming, then, thai a stu- 
dent has four lessons to prepare ench 
day und that each averages one and 
one-fourth hours. It would require five 
hours a day to prepare them. U the 
student has but two hours a day when 
he can study in school, he must stud> 
three hours u day outside of school or 
he must neglect bis work unci take Hi, 
consequence, which is usually failure 
This, of course, refers to the avcrag. 
student. Some can prepare four lea- 
sons in less than five hours. Others 
require more than Ave hours for the 
preparation of four lessons. 

Of the hundreds of rases of poor 
work which have been referred to mc, 
fully fiR per cent of them have been 
due to the lack of home study. In 
nearly every case both the student and 
the parent have acknowledged that 
there was little or no regular studying 
at home. Many of the students have 
acknowledged being out from two to 
seven nights a weeks without even 
pretending to do any studying at 
home. In some cases the students 
have acknowledged that they have 
spent an hour or so over their books 
s' home, but haven't studied. If par- 
ents whose children are not atudylug 
roKularly at homo from two lo three 
hours a day will take the trouble to 
inquire at tho school, almost with- 
out an exception they will find thnt 
their children aro failing in one or 
more subjects and that they enn not 
complete the high school course in 
four years. High school students, like 
adults, are quite ready to explain 
their failures by laying the blame on 
some one else and calling the at- 
tention of their parents to the fact 
that "nearly everybody failed." A 
wlee parent can hardly afford to ac- 
cept Mich explanations without in 
quiring at the school for the school's 
side of it. (One boy explained his 
failure to his father by telling him 
that everybody in his class fsiled. ex 
oept one girl, and Uiat that girl waa a 
• sissy, who studied all the time." In- 
vestigation revealed tho fact that 21 
out of 24 passed above 70 per cent, 
and that thia boy was the only one In 
the class who stood below 50 per 
cent.) 

In September, 1810, 131 now stu- 
dents entered the high school. Of these 
only twenty-six kept up their work, 
retnsined four yesrs and graduated In 
I'll in September, 1D13, If. new 
studeuta entered the high school. Of 
those only eighty-nine are now In 
school and only thirty-nine have kept 
up their work No doubt some of them 
left school becuuae the school railed 
to offer such Instruction as they 
ueeded. Others left because of II- 
nsncisl conditions. However, the 
strange fact remains that scarcely sny 
left who kept up their work while 
they were in school. Is It not reason- 
able to suppose that If these students 
who left had beguu at once, on en- 
tering the high school, to study reg- 
ularly and persistently at home and 
had stayed st home evenings, that 
they might have kept up their work 
and remained lu school aud gradu- 
ated T Many students enter the high 
school whose par sou seem to pay ao 
attention to their failure* uutil they 
have got tea to tar behind there la 



little hope of their ever 
their work. The time for parents to 
lake an interest In the home study of 
their children In high school is the 
day they enter high school and not s 
month or a day after they have begun 
falllnk. 

Home is a pretty good place for a 
high school hoy or girl between 6 
o'clock p. m. and 7 o'clock a. m. 
especially on Monday, Tuesday, Wed- 
nesday and Thursday, when school Is 
In session. If more of our boys and 
girls were in their homes at these 
times and had regular hours for 
study, we would have fewer failures 
In school, larger grnduatlng classes, 
fewer parents with heartaches over 
the WTongdoliiKS or their children, nnd 
n belter community in which to live. 

The work in the high school Is very 
dlffrenl from that In tho grades. The 
fact thnt a child has gone through the 
grades ami has had standings of 90 
per cent or over without studying at 
home is no evidence thut he can do 
high school work without home study, 
nor is it evidence that he can do good 
high school work by atmlying at home 
A grade ehllil studies arithmetic rrom 
five to right years. A high school stu- 
dent is exacted to master as much in 
.inuntlty of algebra, all of which It 
new. In from thirty-six to thirty- 
eight weeks. If the high school stu- 
dent is to do high school work suc- 
cessfully, it is absolutely necessary 
that he change his manner of living 
and dt vote more time to study. Since 
there are uot hours enough in the 
school day to do all of the studying 
necessary, ihe high school student 
must study at home and study every 
day regularly and persistently or he 
MM fail. There Is no other way for 
the nveruge student. Parents may be 
reasonably certain thnt If their chil- 
dren nre not studying regularly from 
two to Ihree liourB a day at home, at 
least live days of the week, that tho> 
are not keeping up all of their high 
school work nnd that sooner or later 
the parents will llnd it out.
